Searchers on the scene now believe 
that Miss Viola ‘fensenbrenner and 


Joseph Garlich 
point three-quarters of a mile above 
Valley Park at 8 o'clock Sunday night. 

Al this place there are two -trees 
in the middle of the treacherous lit- 
tle -Meramec River. Tuesday morn- 
ing a silk cord, similar to the ones 
attached to the cushions used on the 
canoes at Arnold’s boathouse at Val- 
ley Park, was found clinging to one 
of these trees. 

The parents and friends of the 
young couple believe that in the 
darkness they drifted against one 
of the trees, that the canoe was over- 
turned, and that in their struggle for 
safety they went down to death to- 
gether. 

Garlich a GooY Swimmer. 

Garlich was an expert swimmer. Miss 
Sensenbrenner could also swim, and 
they were both in bathing costumes. 
Still, their friends argue, they might 
have been wearied by the two stofms 
which had preceded: their attempted re- 
turn to Valley Park from a point two 
miles above. Besides, it was very 
cloudy; the moon was overcast and the 
night was both dark and damp. Under 
these conditions, they believe, it was 
impossible for the young couple to make 
the shore, and death ensued. 

John F. Sensenbrenner, president of 
the Hilts Shoe Co., and Henry Garlich, 
. department manager for the Witte 
Hardware Co., fathers of thé missing 
couple, resumed the search for the 
bodies Tuesday morning at 5 e’clock 
with increased anxiety. 

They were joined by Edward and 
William Garlich, brothers of Joseph, 
who was 23 years old, and who was 
employed as a general clerk by 
Leschen & Sons Rope Co., at 920 North 
Main street. 

“Brother Quits Vacation. 

Joseph J. Sensenbrenner, brother of 
Viola, who began a two weeks’ vacation 
last Saturday, hastened from Chicago, 
after being summoned by long-distance 
telephone, and werit immediately to Val- 
ley Park. 

Clifford Burkbardt of Webster Groves 
and Herbert Baker also joined the 
party. 

One of the most persistent searchers 
for the bodies is Roy H. Becker of 3822 
Flad avenue, who is employed as a 
salesman at Third and Spruce streets. 

We was with Miss Edna Sensenbren- 
ger, sister of Viola, and was the last 
person to see the now easing couple 
alive. 

Tuesday he spent the day diving in the 
vicinity of the two trees where the 
silk cord was found, believing the bodies 
to be near there. He has hardly left 
the scene or slept since the fateful Sun- 
day night when the couple disappeared, 
and declares that he will not rest until 
the bodies are found.

Mother, Penniless and Deserted 
by Husband, Tells Policeman 
Pathetic Story. 


The four small children of Mrs. Cora 
Solven almost Knocked down Police- 
man Venverloh of Central District in 
their hurry to get food which he car- 
ried them in a basket to relieve their 
hunger. Until his visit they had had 
nothing but a few dry crusts of bread 
for more than twenty-four hours. Their 
mother had eaten nothing in two days, 
she said. 

The policeman was informed of their 
condition by neighbors who had heard 
the children crying from hunger. When 
he entered with the basket, the children 
tore it from his hands and began de- 
vouring the food. The mother stopped 
them, and parceled out small amounts 
to make the supply last longer. 

Mrs. Solven said Tuesday to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that she had not 1 
cent of money, and owed a month's 
rent on the small back room on the 
third floor of a rooming house at 123 
Olive street, where she its living with 
the four children.

The children 
are from 1% to 7 years old. Mrs. Solven 
says her husband sends her money ex- 
cept when he is under the influence of 
liquor, and then. he seems to forget his 
family. 


SUPREME COURT HOLDS TRACKS 
CAN BE LAID ON SECOND STREET 


Manufacturers’ Railway Wins 
Suit to Operate Trains to 


Potomac Street. 


The right of the Manufacturers’ Rail- 
way to construct_a track from Poplar 
street south on Second to Potomac 
street and operate trains thereon was 
held to be valid in an opinion handed 
down by Judge Fox of the State Su- 
preme Court at Jefferson City Tues- 
day. 

The other judges concurred. The track 
in question is to be single track and 
about two and one-half miles in length. 

The action, an equity suit, was insti- 
tuted aaginst the railway company by 
the Seibel-Suessdorf Copper and [Iron 
Manufacturing Co. and other property 
owners along the route to prevent the 
railroad from occupying the right of 
way under the terms of an ordinance 
of April, 1905. 

The property owners contended the 
building of the track and the occupan- 
cy of the street would interfere with 
traffic’ and greatly damage their prop- 
erty.

Giachetti, a soprano, described their too 
brief voyage on the high*seas of tem- 
porary matrimony. 

Mme. Giachetti, it will be recalled, was 
known aS Mme. Caruso ‘for. several 
years. She paid Caruso an unwelcome 
visit when he was singing at the New 
York Metropolitan Opera House in the 
winter of 19099 Then Caruso put his foot 
on the soft pedal, put a muffler on 
Mme. Giachetti’s E string reproaches 
to the tune of $20,000 and she took the 
next steamer from New York. 

As these dispatches have told Mme. 
Giachetti brought suits here against Ca- 
ruso and Signora Carlotta Carignani, 
who keeps a boarding house for opera 
singers and is said'to be a good friend 
of Caruso. Mme: Giachetti alleged that 
Signora Carignani- withheld a letter from 
Giateno Loria, her secretary, when in 
New York, ad lost her a contract with 
Oscar Hammerstein to sing at the Man- 
hattan Opera House for $3000 a month. 


Accused Madam of Libel, 

Caruso and Signora Carignani entered 
counter’suit declaring Mme. Giachetti’s 
charge to be libelous and calumnous. 
Today the suits were transferred from 
the civil to the criminal court. Caruso 
filed an affidavit in which any librettist 
will find ample material for an opera 
dealing with the upward and downward 
scale of human affection, more particu- 
larly human affection on the operatic 
stage. 

Caruso swears that he met Mme. Gia- 
chetti in Leghorn in 1897, and that she 
agreed to associate herself with him off 
the stage. They came to live here and 
their idyl, running the gamut of happl!- 
ness, lasted 10 years. 

Then, Caruso sets forth, Mme. Gia- 
chetti took a fancy to his chauffeur, 
Caesare Romati, whose only note was 
emitted by pressing the bulb of an au- 
tomobile horn. 

Hears of His Rival. 

Caruso, singing in New York, “heard 
of this affair, satled for Englard and 
went straight to Florence, where he 
had established .‘“‘Mme, Caruso”. at a 
fine villa. Caruso found the belongings 
left to him and the estate in great dis- 
order. Mme. Giachetti and Chauffeur 
Romati had fled to Nice in Caruso’s 
motur car de luxe. He followed and 
found them installed in the Villa Les 
Pines at Nice. 

At a stormy interview, Caruso states, 
Mme. Giachetti refysed to restore to 
him their second child unless Caruso 
would count out half a million francs 
on the table before them. 

A reconciliation was effected between 
Mme. Giachetti and her muSical affin- 
ity, whereupon Caruso engaged a la-v- 
yer to pursue the chauffeur and get 
from him a bundle of love letters which 
Mme. Giachetti had written to the 
chauffeur. 

Mme. Giachetti, according to Caruso, 
insisted that in order to recover the 
letters, she must accompany the law- 
yer. They reached Brescia in July, and 
Mme. Giachetti flung her arms around 
Romati and vowed that, however rocky 
the road ahead, she never would leave 
him. 

Affinity Comes to New York.

Partnership Not Dissolved. 

It was discovered, according to Mrs. 
Jeffries, that at least $17,000 of the funds 
were missing. Powers then decided to 
ask fora receiver and a dissolution of 
the partnership. Judge Cochran yes- 
terday granted the application for a re- 
ceivership, but refused to dissolve the 
partnership. | 
‘The liabilities over the assets of the 
bank are estimated at $18,000. Powers 
is reputed to be worth $100,000, and un- 
der the Illinois law governing private 
banking houses, he {is fully liable. Re- 
ceiver Jennings said today that he ex- 
pects to pay every depositor in full, but 
that it would be several days before the 
affairs of the bank could be untangled. 

There are! about 200 depositors, who 
entrusted about $35,000 to the bank. 

Family Unable to Explain. 

When Slater left the bank he told 
Mrs. Jeffries he was going to Dwight, 
Ill. It has been found since that he 
did not go there, and no trace has 
been found of him. He left a wife and 
children in Mattoon, who say they 
are as much mystifled as anybody else 
by his @isappearance. What he did with 
the money, if he took it, is in doubt. 
It is not known that he speculated. 

Slater is 40 years old, and has been 
one of the most prominent business men 
in this section of Illinois. 


CAR REPORTS SHOW THE RATIO 
OF STRAPHANGERS IS FIXED 


Figures Filed) With Register 
Prove Crowded Conditions 
Are Unchanged. 


Figures submitted by the United Rail- 
ways Co. to the City Register show -hat 
the company is following closely its fig- 
ures of a year ago as to the proportion 
of car trips to.passengers. This would 
indicate that the ration of straphang- 
ers is a fixed one. 

During the second quarter of 1910, the 
report shows, the company hauled 56,- 
335,134 passengers in 1,627,926 trips. Divi- 
sion shows this to be an average OF 
56.87 passengers for each trip. 

During the second quarter of 1909, 
last year’s report shows, 54,362,684 were 
hauled on 1,472,900 trips. This ig an av- 
erage Of 36.90 passengers a trip, or three 
passengers more for every hundred 
trips than this year—a difference too 
slight to be noticed even in rush hours. 
But the.number of cars used this year 
Was only a little larger than that ol 
last year, the figures being 1069 in 1910 
and 1026 in 1909.

~ GRAND TRUNK LINE 
INNEW ENGLAND IS 
TED UP BY STRIKE 


Trainmen on 700 Miles Quit 
and Shop Employes Join 
Under Protest. 





By Associated Press. 
ROSTON, July 19.—Seventy miles of 
railroad in the New England States 
were made practically idle today by the 
strike of conductors and trainmen de- 
clared last night, through the entire 
Grand Trunk Raliroad system. 

The strike in New England affects 
the main line of the Grand Trunk road 
extending from Portland, through 
Maine, across the northern portion of 
New Hampshire and a small section of 
Northeastern Vermont to the Quebec 
boundary line where it continues to 
Montreal. 

The Central Vemont and New London 
and Northern roads which are con- 
trolled by the Grand Trunk, and ex- 
tend through Vermont, Massachusetts 
and Connecticut are affected. 

The number of trainmen on_ strike on 
the New London and Northern and the 
Central Vermont branches of the <ys- 
tem is about 350. The railroad shops 
at St. Albans, Vt., where 350 men are 
employed, were closed this afternown. 
The shop employes adopted resolutions 
condemning the strike. 

Freight traffic was tied up generally 
throughout the New England States 
where the Grand Trunk aad its allied 
lines operate. Passenger traffic was 
moved more or less regularly. 


Pennsylvania Strike Is Averted. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 19.—Unless 
something unforeseen arises, danger of 
a strike of employes of the Pennsyl- 
vania, Railroad Co. has passed and a 
settlement of the wage dispute between 
the company and its trainmen and con- 
ductors east of Pittsburg, Buffalo and 
Erie probably will be effected at the 
conference to be held in this city. Both 
the company and the employes claim 
to have gained something as the result 
of the negotiations.

Attorney John 8, Leahy, who ob- 
tained the order-for Mrs. Gardner’s ap- 
pearance, said he believed she would 
be present at Tuesday afternoon”’s hear- 
ing of depositions. 

Her Lawyer Repites. 

Stevens’ reply contained two state- 
ments of reasons why Mrs. Gardner 
should not be enjoined from disposing of 
the note and deed. The first reason 
stated was that Receiver Reynolds, 
plantiff in the proceeding against her, 
was appointed without due authority of 
the court. 

The secoud was that the note and deed 
of trust, Jelivered to her by her husband 
to satisfy a note amounting with inter- 
est, to $|7,000, was allowed in a bank- 
ruptey suit against Gardner, which 
antedated the insurance receivership 
proceeding. 

The note and deed are claimed by the 
receiver as part of the assets of the 
Continental and international Assurance 
Companies. 

That Mrs. Gardner would not have 
been punished if she had ignored the 
court’s order was shown by Judge 
Withrows’ action when it seemed that 
she would not appear. 

When Mrs, Gardner failed to appear 
at 10 a. m., and when neither her hus- 
band nor his attorney, Judse Spencer, 
was seen in the courtroom Judge With- 
row asked whether she had been served 
with a subpoena. He was told by At- 
torney Leahy that the service had been 
on Gardner. 

“Is that proper service:?’’ the Court 
asked. Leahy replied that it undoubt- 
ediy had resulted in informing Mrs 
Gardner that she was wanted. 

Not Officially Informed, 

“She must be officially informed,” 
said Judge Withrow, and he ordered 
the hearing continued until July 29.

Mrs. Robinson sued her husband and 
obtained a divorce from him, Subse- 
quently Mrs. Fuller and Robinson 
were married. 

Robinson often called at Fuller’s cot- 
tage, the testimony showed, when 
Fuller was out and took Mrs. Fuller out 
horseback riding. Late in the year of 
1904 Robinson organized a party to at- 
tend the World’s Fair in St. Louis. 
Fuller’s wife was @ member of the 
party.

PARIS, July 19.—Although nearly all 
the principal aviators are absent from 
Paris, great interest is manifested in 
aviation circles at the announcement of 
the conditions of the Post-Dispatch- 
World $30,000 prize for the New York- 
St. Louis flight. The Matin published 
the announcement of the liberal condi- 
tions, which thus are known to all 
French aviators. 

The open nature of the contest calls 
forth the most favorable comment, al- 
though dread of the possible attitude of 
the Wrights makes foreign flying men 
loath to consider competing for any 
American prize.

LONDON, July 19.—The rumor circu- 
lated in the United States that Dr. Haw- 
ley H. Crippen had been captured at 
Canterbury, England, is groundiess. 
Scotland Yard found today what is 
believed te be a clew to the disposition 
of the bones which, with the flesh un- 
earthed in the cellar in Hill Drop Cres- 
cent, once formed the body of Belle #!- 
more, the American actress wife of Dr. 
Crippen. 

As the result of a tireless search 
among the friends and acquaintances of 
Ethel Clara Leneve, the typist who 
disappeared recently with Dr. Crippen, 
the detectives found a woman who said, 
that Miss Leneve had been her friend 
and had talked to her in confidence. 
The typist, the woman said, had spoken 
to her of mysterious visits paid by Dr. 
Crippen to the neighborhood of Regents 
Park. 
Bones in Canal. 

The theory woven from these circum 
stances by the police is that the dis- 
jointed bones of the murdered woman 
may have been carried in small parcels 
to Regents Park and deposited in the 
Regents Canal. The authorities ordered 
that the canal be dragged. 
This development has. strengthened 
the belief of Miss Leneve’s friends that 
if Mrs. Crippen was murdered. the 
woman who is said to have won her 
husband's affections was innocent of 
any knowledge of the crime. 
At the inquest yesterday the physt- 
clans who examined the dismembered 
body testified that none of the bones 
had been found and that their analysis 
indicated that the flesh had been skil- 
fully carved from the skeleton. 
It has been deemed of great import- 
ance to discover the missing members, 
including the head, hands and feet, in 
order to compiete the body and thus 
‘establish legally the case of murder. 
With the evidence at hand, the experts 
have not as yet been able to determine 
so much as the sex of the victim. 

$1200 Reward for Crippen. 
Today the authorities offered a_re- 
ward of $1200 for information leading to 
the arrest of Dr. Crippen. 
Reports of Crippen and his woman 
companion having been seen in differ- 
ent parts of the cougtry are frequently 
received by the police and there are oc- 
casional rumors that the two had been 
arrested. Thus far Superintendent 
Froest of,Scotland Yard, who is direct- 
ing the search, does not admit that any 
important discovery has been made. 

There #s still hope that the fugitive 
pair may be found aboard the Red Star 
liner Kroonland, which sailed from Dvo- 
ver on the night following the disap- 
pearance of the doctor and which is due 
at New York tonight. 

The ports of France are picketed with 
detectives and so closely have the lines 
been drawn that tne British officials 
believe it will be impossible for Dr. 
Crippen to flee this country without de- 
tection. 

The impression is strong In police cir- 
cles that the doctor would not haZacd 
recognition on a long trip, and his ap- 
prehension at some point in England 
or within this city at any moment would 
not cause great surprise.

A sensationally 
mysterious one occurred in a middle- 
class flat house in Battersea at 9:30, 
Saturday night, when Wilson Anderson, 
an actor, professionally known as Ath- 
erton, was shot dead on the stairs. 
The house contained three flats. The 
upper one was empty the tenants being 
away on a holiday. The first floor is 
occupied by Mies Elizabeth Earl, a 
teacher of elocution, aged 33. 

The basement flat is unoccupied and 
undergoing repair. Anderson was found 
at the foot. of the staircase wearing 
carpet slippers and carrying a piece of 
heavy cable twisted into the shape of 
a life-preserver. 

Anderson who resided miles away, oc- 
easionally visited Miss Earl and on the 
night he was killed he was seen to 
scale the wall of the garden behind 
the flats and to enter the house 
through the basement, where he ap- 
parently changed his boots. It is be- 
lNeved that he encountered some other 
man on the stairs who killed him. 


Anderson’s son, who had not been 
known previously to visit Mies Earl, 
was in her flat at the time, but al- 
though they said they heard some 
noise they did’not come out and the 
murdened man was discovered by 4 
passer by. The son could not recog- 
nize his father, his face was #0 mMmu- 
tilated by bullets and he was at first 
arrested on suspicion and then re- 
lea 

A chauffeur describes how he saw 
another man escaping over the gar- 
den wall, shortly after anew was 
shot, but this fugitive has not yet 
been traced.

AUD is English-Norman for Matilda and as popular a girl’s 
name today as the original form was in remote times of the 
Christian era. |

named Mahault, which name in the course of time was contracted 
into Maud. 

Matilda-Maud means powerful fighter. Rosemary is its em- 
blem and sweet remembrance its sentiment, , 
in Westminster in 1067. The queen of Henry I, though styled 
Matilda, was really Edith; in her native Scotch, Eadgyth. Her 
daughter became the Empress of Henry V of Germany, After her 
father’s death Empress Matilda reigned for a period as Lady Maud 
over England and Normandy. She was as great a warrior, but 
less lucky in battle than her antagonist, Matilda, the Queen of 
King Stephen of England. In the war of the two Matildas, the

England’s Experiment With 
New Cable May Lead to 
Oceanic Phone Service.

LONDON, July 19. —Telephonic com- 


munication between London and New 
York may be looked for soon if a new 
submarine cable recently laid across the 
English Channel by the British Postof- 
fice Department fulfills expectations. 

The cable, which extends from Dover 
to Cape Gris Nez, is the first of tts 
kind laid in tidal waters. The tests so 
satisfactoiy 
results. The efficiency of the new cahle 
for telephonic communication has been 
increased many times by the insertion 
of loading coils In the cable at inter- 
vals of one knot. The colls reduce the 
distortion of the current impulses which 
correspond to the spoken sounds and 
£0 render the speech more distinct. 

The new cross-channet cable will he 
opened for public use between London 
and Paris as soon as the French Gov- 
ernment has completed the connecting 
land lines. 

The cable has been laid partly fer 
purposes of experiment, the object being 
to determine the limits of possible im- 
provement by the use of the new type, 
with a view to its application to com- 
munication. between places which have 
hitherto been beyond telephonic range. 

The. test leads to the belief that it 
will revolutionize telephonic communi- 
cation between England and the conti- 
nent of Europe, and, as improvements 
are effected, will bring spaken communi- 
cation between London and New York 
within the bounds of possibility. 

At present the only continental coun- 
try besides France in telephonic com- 
munication with England is Belgium, 
but experiments -in cotversation be- 
tween London and Amsterdam, Berlin 
and other continental cities are to be 
made with the new cable, and, in view 
of the success of the tests already 
made, such extensions of the service 
are confidently expected.

As the presidential campaign made 
his character and appearance familiar 
to the public, little is needed now in the 
way of personal description. He is of 
medium height, lean and sinewy. The 
head is large and well rounded; the fore- 
head high and square. The nose fs long, 
straight and pointed at the end, the tip 
extending notably beyond the nostrils. 
The lower part of the face is covered 
by a mustache and a beard, both of 
which are strongly marked with gray. 
But the thin hair upon the head Is black, 
the kind of black that is seen on the 
raven’s wing; there is vigor in it and 
it gives a youthful look to the face, de- 
spite the lines under the eyes and along 
the cheek that tell of years as well as of 
study. 

Mr. Kern {s indifferent to -the ap- 
pearance of dress and prefers comfort 
to elegance. This is shown by the fact 
that he comes to his office in neglige 
attire and wears it carelessly. His voice 
is slow and well modulated. As his talk 
goes on, a strain of humor shows itse!f 
now and again, not so much in words 
as in the tone of the voice and the 
twinkle of the eye. The eyes, indeed, 
have a good part in the play of the 
conversation. Their color is an unusual 
hue of brown, in itself a distinctive fea- 
ture, and they are furthermore much 
more expressive of the varying sentli- 
ments of the speaker, than is common 
among men. 

The manner of address is cordial with- 
out ceremony. He does not trouble him- 
self to shake hands with a casual cal- 
ler, but he gives him welcome with a 
cheery: “Come in and take a reat.” The 
office like the dress shows a man care- 
less of the minor elegances of life.

Beveridge Camp Whirligiggery. 

Turning from national politics to the 
Indiana campaign, in which his own 
fortunes as a candtdate for the Senate 
are involved, Mr. Kern became less seri- 
ous. At times he was even humorous, 
Thus he sized up the activities of the 
Beveridge camp under the general term 
‘“whirligiggery,’’ because, as he .said, 
they so strikingly illustrate the effects 
of the whirligig of politics. 

“In Indiana,” said he, “‘the issue just 
now is not tariff for revenue against 
absolute protection, but against Senator 
Beveridge’s ideas of protection. The 
Senator is In favor of the protective 
principle and the protective system, 
but he is opposed to all protective 
schedules that he thinks are unpopular 
in Indiana. To help the Senator in his 
campaign the aid of Roosevelt has been 
sought, and, it is said, has been prom- 
ised. The men who went to Oyster Bay 
to persuade Roosevelt to come are Wil- 
liam Dudley Foulke and Lucius B. 
Swift. Both of these men are old dyed- 
in-the-woo] tariff reformers. Foulke 
was one of Grover. Cleveland's stoutest 
supporters. In 1892 he helped to humil- 
iate President Harrison by taking from 
him the electoral vote of his own State. 
Next we must remember that Mr. 
Roosevelt has promised to go to Massa- 
chusetts to help Senator Lodge support 
the Aldrich tariff and the whole stand-

IN BASEBALLS 





Present Spheres, With Cork Centers, 
Llamed by Some for Occasional 
Inferior Work of Good Pitchers 





F put to a vote of St. Louis 


players, the present ball used in 


National League games would be abolished. Protests against 
the ball now in use in the League have been made by umpires, 


players and club owners all around, and a change is sure to be 


made next season, if not before. 

Prior to this season the baseballs 
were made with a small rubber core. 
Because of the cry for more hitting, the 
manufacturers conceived the idea of 


substituting cork for rubber. They 
claimed that would make the ball live- 
lier. Instead of a solid rubber core, 
@ small cork ball with only a rubber 
coating is now used. 

This cork, it is claimed, is causing all 
the annoyance. In some quarters it is 
held that the cork center is also 
causing a lot of the really high-class 
pitchers in the League to have more off 
days than in former years. 

The trouble is this: With a solid rub- 
ber core, the ball can be hit with any 
amount of force and the sphere will go 
back to its original shape. With cork 
as @ center, a hard soak will flatten 
the inner core, and it will remain that 
way. The lop-sided balls are blamed 
for some of the inferior pitching of the 
season. ) . 

O'Day Expresses Opinion. 

According to Umpire “Hank” O'Day, 
official in charge of the current Cardi- 
nals-Quakers series, he has thrown out 
more poor balls already this season 
than he has in three previous years 
combined. He says hardly a day passes 
but that he is not forced to discard a 
ball because it has been knocked out 
of shape. 

“Tl don’t know positively what causes 
this, but I suppose it is the new mate- 
rial with which they are making the 
balls this year,”’ said O’Day to the Post- 
Dispatch. “But I am sure the balls are 
not as good this year as heretofore, 
They are knocked into all kinds of 
shapes. In Sunday’s game here I got 
hold of a ball that had been rapped 
pretty hard and with my thumb and 
forefinger could feel a spot that was 
clmost as soft as mush. 

“The effect of hard smashes on these 
balls is very apt to have its effect 
on the pitching. I am not certain but 
it may be the cause of some of the 


first-class pitchers. It stands to reason 
that a man can’t throw a \lop-sided 
object as well as he can a perfectly 
round one. It’s the same as trying to 
throw a square block of wood and a 
round one of the same weight. 

“These pitchers have been trained to 
throw perfectly round balls. They mas- 
ter the control of the sphere. Then 
when a lop-sided ball is brought into 
play it seems only natural that they 
cannot control it as well as the round 
ball. 

“IT have heard it said that the present 
ball cannot be hit as hard as the old 
ball with the rubber core. That may 
be true, but I must say that I have 
seen some awfully hard-hit balls this 
year. Take big fellows like Koney, 
Evans, Magee, Bransfield, Chance, Cobb, 
Crawford, Wagner, Mitchell and Zim- 
merman; when they land on a ball, it’s 
going to go some.” 

According to Johnny Lush, the Cardi- 
nals’ clever little southpaw, he has 
noticed a difference in the ball this 
season, but believes it hasn't had any 
effect on his twirling. 

Old Ball May Be Restored. 

“The ball] isn’t as good as formerly,’’ 
said Lush. “I don’t believe it can be 
hit as far as the ones with the rubber 
core. It’s supposed to be lievelier, but 
too many are knocked out of shape. 
The catchers notice this especially, ar 
they take more time in handling the 
balls. Of course, as soon as a ball is 
knocked out of its original shape, all 
you have to do is to show it to the 
umpire. He’s supposed to put it out 
of play.” ; 

It is sald that the attention of the 
matter has been brought to President 
Lynch, who has ordered an investiga- 
tion and some action will likely result. 
It is probable that the manufacturers 
will be asked to make the balls with 
the rubber center hereafter. The in- 
creased cost of rubber is said to have 
been the real reason for the switch to 





cork. But it is almost certain that the 
present ball will not do.
